1 HE PRESIDENT REVIWS A BIG 


PROCESSION. 


Holyoke, Mass., June 
IT.—The 


piesident's special train arrived at 
10 o'^ck. At Spiingfield Miss Grace 
McKimey and Col. Roger Morgan, of 
this city, boarded the train, Col. Mor- 
gan conveying the welcome of Gov- 
einor Wolcott to the distinguished 
visitors. 


In honor of the presence of Presi- 


dent McKinley this city is in gala 
dress today. There is hardly a build- 
ing without decoration and flags and 
sti earners are flapping from every 
pole along the streets. The objective 
point for every one was the railway 
station. By 9:30 o'clock there was 
hardly an inch of standing room any- 
where about the building that was 
not utilized, and the streets leading 
fiom the station to the residence of 
Mr. Whiting, who will be the presi- 
dent's host, were black with a good- 
natured, constantly moving crowd, 
anxious to get a view of the members 
of the party as they hurried by under 
the escort of a squad of police. At 
Westfield the train was boarded by a 
committee of Holyoke citizens, head- 
ed 
by ex-Congressman William 


Whiting, who greeted the president 
warmly and were introduced to the 
other members of the party. 


Holyoke was reached at 10 a. m. 


As the president, who Was the first to 
alight, appeared at the door of the 
last car, a''mighty cheer arose from 
the thousands congregated there. 
He bowed hit acknowledgements to 
them, receiving round after round of 
cheers.

The party alighted in an open 


space which was roped off and guard- 
ed by policemen; They were greeted 
and welcomed by a committee from 
the city and were then taken direct to 
the waiting crriages and the drive to 
the home of Mr. Whiting began.

McKinley were Mr. Whiting, Wil- 
liam Skinner, and the second car- 
liage contained Assistant 
Secretary

UNABLE TO QUELL THE RIOTS 


IN CLEVELAND. 


MOB IN CONTROL OF STREETS 


CAB LINES FILED UP WITH 


OBSTRUCTIONS. 


NEGOTIATIONS DECLARED OFF 


STRIKERS AND COMPANY ARE 


FURTHER APART. 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 17.—When 


cars began running- this morning 
over the lines operated by the Street 
railway company since the strike be- 
gan, the tracks in every direction 
were found piled high with obstacles 
of all kinds. 


These were removed with some dif- 


ficulty and cars have been running 
all the forenoon on all the lines but 
>ne without seiious interruption. 


A few stones have been thrown at 


points on all the lines and on Per- 
kins avenue two cars were stopped 
by a crowd, which was easily dis- 
peised. 


On the south side, however, riot- 


ng was the order of the day. 
At'11 o'clock two cars at Clark 


tnd Jennings avenues found the 
witches broken. 
These were re- 


taired in the midst of a howling mob 
ind the cars rushed on to Clark ave- 
iue and Pearl street. 
As they arrived a bugler in the 
rowd gave warning and the crowds 
ongregated in vast numbers. Four 
housand people were soon on the 
cene. 
Wagons, trucks and other convey- 
nces were purposely driven across 
he tracks and the blockade was com- 
ilete. 
The police then charged the mob 


wtth a vengeance. 
The crowd was 


specially 
disorderly. 
The usual 


volleys of missiles were hurled and 
he windows of the cars shattered. As 
he mob was beaten back at one 
point it advanced to another. 


During the battle Edward Miller 
ras struck on the head by an officer 
nd very badly injured. 
The cars 


were taken back to the city. 


Half a dozen people were injured 
n the Clark avenue riot. 
Edward 


liller, Dr. George and Conrad Me- 
ntyre were seriously hurt. An un- 
known baby in its carriage was hit 
y a stone and terribly hurt. 
The police, fairly outmatched, gave 
p the battle and went back to town, 
'he mobs on the south side are enor- 
mous and very demonstrative. 


For a few minutes this morning a 
ettlement of the strike seemed at 
and, but complications arose which 
peedily made the gulf between the 
men and the company as wide as 
ver. 
A conference had been arranged for 
0 o'clock, but the company officials 
t the last moment refused to meet 
lie strikers' committee, composed in 
ttart of general officers of the union, 
'he company would meet union offi- 
ials only as individuals; they would 
tave no dealing with the1 union. 
The strikers now charge the com- 


pany with bad faith and have de- 
lared all negotiations off.

Hunsberger said that last Satui- 


day, June 10, he went to the Whit- 
bank and cashed a New Yoik draft 
or $2,500. With this money he in 
ended to pay for the Wellington 


afe. 
He was not to make a payment 


until 1 o'clock y m. and therefoie 
ook a belt line car and rode to th° 
orner of Taylor street and Bioadway 
nd went one and one-half squares 
west to see a cook whom he desired 
o employ. The cook was not at 
lome and Hunsberger returned to 
he corner to wait foi a cai. While 
tanding there he was accosted by a 
man whose face he recognized and 


'as invited to step into Fehling's sa- 
oon and take a drink. He accepted 
he invitation and to be sociable also 
uichased a drink for the stranger 


After taking the second drink Hun<5- 
lerger says that he felt somewhat 
izzy and said he would go out 
rhere it was not so close. The man 
went with him and while they weie 
alklng invited Hunsberger to ride 
own town in his buggy. This invi 
ation was accepted also. After get- 
ting into the buggy shortly after 12 
o'clock noon on last Saturda^ Huns- 
berger claims that he felt himself 
•joing into unconsciousness and knew 
nothing more until almost midnight 
Jlonday when he awakened in some 
bushes on the banks of the St Mary's 
river neal the Taylor stieet biidge 
Wrapped about him was a piece of 
icrse blanket, which was saturated 
with what Hunsberger supposed was 
chloroform. 
He picked himself up. 


although in a dazed condition, and 
staited for his boarding house on 
East Williams street as soon as he 
could locate where he was. He 
thought of the $2,500, and searched 
his clothing for it, but the money 
•was gone, although a few dollars in 
change bad not been disturbed. 
It 


was after midnight when he reached 
his loom and not caiing- to disturb 
the persons in the house he lay down 
on the porch until morning. He vis- 
ited a friend at the Singer sewing 
machine office a day or two later and 
told him the story and his friend 
went with him and claims to have 
visited the river bank and saw the 
piece of horse blanket, which appears 
to have been soaked with some kind 
of liniament. 


When the story was told Superin- 


tendent Gorsline he did not place 
much credence in it, but neverthe- 
less decided to investigate and se- 
cured a description of the man who 
had invited Hnnsberger to take a 
drink and drove him away in a 
buggy. He anartged with Huhsber- 
ger to go with him to the river this 
morning and the man was on hand 
at the appointed houi. The descrip- 
tion given this morning did not tally 
with the one given yesterday and the 
supeiintendent was moie suspicious 
than ever. 
Before staiUng on the 


l6hg trip Mi. Gorsline invited Huns- 
Merger to go to the bank with him, 
inasmuch as Hunsberger claimed he 
was known and did not have any- 
body identify nim when the draft 
was cashed. 
Harry Xeplinger was 


interviewed and denied that he had 
cashed any draft for Hunsberger and 
claims never to have seen him unti: 
this morning to the best of his 
knowledge.^ He was positive that 
Hunsberger never got the money 
'there, but Hunsberger insisted point- 
blank that he had and that Mr. Kep- 
linger gave it to him. 


Ri|ht!her*Mr. Gorsline got mad 


and told Hunsbtwr tW ." i be- 


telling the truth, but so connden 
was the superintendent m the fallacy 
of the story that he abandoned thi 
case and warned Hunsbeigei to neve 
try again to fool the police into a 
wild goose chase.

Kephnger did not cash his 
draft Hunsbeigei insists that he was 
robbed. 


A Sentinel reporter talked to Mr 


Kephnger and he stated positively 
that the bank never cashed the diaft

money and none of the offlceis knew 
him.

that their exchange las^ Satuiday 
was only $2,100, $400 less than the 
amount of the alleged diaft.

The Faculty Decides to Emulate Chi- 


cago and Allow One Man 


to Contiol All. 


The faculty of Notre Dame univer- 


sity has announced its policy for next 
season. Heretofore athletics has not 
paid and the faculty has furnished 
about two-thirds of the expenses. 
The students were never compelled 
to pay to witness athletic events, 
but now the faculty has determined 
to enclose a field 600 feet square on 
the banks of beautiful St. Joseph 
lake. A tiack of cinders will be 
laid and a grand stand built. 


The desirability of one man man- 


aging all athletic teams has been 
demonstrated at Michigan and Chi- 
cago, and with the determination to 
pioflt by all legitimate plans that 
ook toward athletic supremacy by 
Notre Dame, the board has appoint- 
ed John W. Eggeman, of Fort 
Wayne, manager. 
Mr. Eggeman 


will be graduated from the law 
school next year. During his course 
le has been identified with athletics 
as a member of teams and as a man- 
ager. In each field he has won 
credit. He is center rush on the 
varsity and divided with Powers 
the honors of track athletics. 
His 


uccess as manager of the track team 
s noteworthy. He was mainly in- 
trumental in building up and evolv- 
ng a track team out of green ma- 
erial that within a year ranked 
aext to Chicago among the track 
earns of the middle west. 
He did not forget the financial end, 


moreover, and is the first manager 
a,t Notre Dame who has been able to 
>alance resources and expenditures, 
le is popular with the student body 
and his appointment meets general 
pproval with athletic finances firm- 
y established. Mr. Eggeman ariived 
lorae from Notre Dame today and he 
s receiving congratulations for the 
deserved honor accorded him by 
Notre Dame's faculty.

BRITISH SQUADRON SAID TO BE 


IN DELAGOA BAY. 


Madrid, June 1/.—Official confirm- 


ation has been received here of the 
seizure of the yacht Fire Fly at Area- 
lion, a popular summei bathing place 
thirty-five miles by rail southwest Of 
Bordeaux, France, with 4,000 rifles 
said to have been intended for the

POND LILIES, 


DAISIES 


And Other Flowers of Wire, 


Tissue,

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There are cnt petals for sole all ready 


for making paper floweis, and if the 
beginner in thp art is at nil timid it 
Would be well to purchiue. a few of 
each sort desired and then copy them 
later. 
, Among tho petals so prepared can be 
found roses, buds, pinks double asters, 
daisies, snowballs, forget ne-nots, pan- 
ties, violets, poppies, singl* and double; 
fond lilies and chrywnithemums; :\ho 
one perfect flower of uach cort can be 
obtained which serves as a perpetual 
i-'iudel, though it is better to get a real 
Cower of the sort and follow that. 


It may be sai'd here that (hiring tii* 


past season artificial tissues paper roses 
and chrysanthemums and also carna- 
tions have been used extensively at 
decorations in houses, at grand I'unc 
tions. The real flowers faded so socii 
that these have almos-t entiiely replaced 
them amid the musses of foliage, am' 
no one could tell the difference onl.» 
that they look fre?h all the evening 
There is quite a commerce in them, RII> 
: 


these three mentioned flowers have I 
marked value, selling singly from 10 t> 
15 cents. 


Easter cards, mouchoir cases and pic- 


ture frames aro decorated with a pom', 
lily, leaves and buds, or a spray o' 
roses, or a lot of violets. One pei.soi 
sent another a bonqtict of lovely caina 
tions scented with oil of cloves, and i 
was over it day before they were sns 
pected of being made of paper 


After the rose the pond lily is tin 


inost beautiful, but the chrysantheuiuu 
the easiest and most useful. It is better 
to buy the pond lily stamens, but if 
that ia not possible take a flexible rnb 
ber stem and bend it over as is dow 
for a rose. Fasten a wide, flat buncli 
of yellow wax to this, and 011 the npppi 
side of this paste a lot of very finely 
cnt and crumpled yellow paper. 


Cut four sets of petals, No. 1, all of 


one size, five inches in diameter, of 
thick, white paper, or those for the 
middle can be made half an inch smaller 
than the others. No. 3 on the diagram 
shows the green plate for the outside. 
Only one of these is required, and it 
should be the thickest paper there is. 
The shade should be very dark green

When the petals are cut, press them 


over the stem to the stamen, us in mak- 
ing a lose, and press them down to the 
stamen by lapping them and holding 
them so until they are all on. The gieen 
outside may then be slid on and gum 
med fast arid held in place by means of 
green wax. 


Loosen the petals with the hatpin, 


curling them inward slightly and creas- 
ing them a trifle with tho paper knife 


Until the artist is well advanced she 


would better wait awhile b»fore mak- 
ing pond lily leaves. 
But the buds are 


made by fastening some cotton to a 
flexible stem, about as laige as a wal 
nut and much the same shape—Fig. a 
.on diagram 1 shows the shape for the, 
petal-i Cor the bud 
Two are required 


of white and two of green 


Tho white is first molded to the cot- 


ton and putted on. The green is pasted 
outsids of this, but in left open a little 
way on each side to show the white.

A live inch petal gives a three inch 


finished fluwei. A very little expetienee 
teaches one, the proportions.

made by carefully following nature in 
shape. Cut two thicknesses of paper foi 
this, the upper darker and the under of 
lighter .shade, w i t h a yellowish shade, 
or a yellow paper between. Curl the 
rdges over a viy fine wire and paste.

cie;j-e fasten the flexible stem. 


Daisies aro very "nsy to make, and 


so are violets, as they are furnished all 
ready cut and pressed into shape—that 
is, tlio petals are. Daisy centers aie. 
Fold tlueo dozen 
for 
10 cents, 
all 


mounted on wire. 
Violet pips are 10 


cents per gross. So it is scarcely worth 
one'* while to attempt to make them. 


One plate or circle of paper is cut for 


a field daisy; but, as the petals are apt 
to tear off if too narrow, it is better t< 
make two, one to put behind the other, 
Push them 
up to the stamen an<J 


squeeze them until they n't properly 
and then slip a little green disk tip 
against that and guni it fast. The disk 
should be slashed all around. 
This is 


found in diagram 2.'No. 1. 


Violets, being cut into the proper 


shape J>r machinery aijd tjreseed into 


shape, and also graded in three sizes ot 
petals to use in the double flowers, are 
all ready to slip on the wire with the 
little pip in the center. 
Any shade 


lit' violet may be produced, and from 
the single wildwood flower to the most 
double 
cultivated 
Parma 
variety. 


There are flexible muslin tubes for 
stems to slip on over the outside of the 
wiie. A drop of mucilage holds them. 


If the violets are for the decoration 


ot Mimll photographs, they aie more 
graceful in flexible stems only. The, 
little pip always has a short, fine wire. 
This can be passed through the end of 
the stem, and that holds it firmly. 


To make buds or half opened violets 


take lint two of the paper "plates," or 
pi'tals, and squeeze them together close- 
ly around the pip and then slide up a 
small bit of green paper cut oblong. 


Violet lea\t-s can be purchased or 


made at home. 
Where the violets are 


simply for ornamenting frames, etc , 
they may be without foliage, the stems 
being green 
But nature always pro- 


vides green leaves as a background to 
enhance the beauty of the flower. 
On 


the diagram is the outline of a leaf 
taken from nature. The color is u rich 
dark green with a yellowish tinge. 


Daisies, forgetmenots, 
buttercups, 


ragged sailors and violets are used so 
much in decorations of all kinds that 
even from a commercial point of view 
it is worth one's while to learn how to 
make them. 


Sweet peas are also in good demand. 


Tin1)' are made of fine petals, cnt bepa- 
lute, ciiased and slightly curled and 
fastened to the stamen and held by a 
tiny cnp made of green paper and 
mucilage. Nature alone can supply de- 
Mgns for tlu-se. But they can make a 
rainy day seem bright and fair. 


Tlie dark, single poppies are made by 


jutting a "plate," or petals, of six 
leaves and pulling this over the stem to 
which the poppy stamen is fixed. They 
are shaped like rose petals, but twice 
the size, and the edges are serrated 
unevenly. They are to be bent first in- 
ward by the round iron and then the 
sclges curled slightly outward. 


Buds are made of green paper heart 


shape, with two red, crushed petals in- 
side. A few grasses or wheat make a 
pretty addition to a bunch of poppies.

Moral sincerity goes deeper still, and 


cherishes no thoughts, imaginations or 
desires which we could not talk ovei 
with our lather, confide to our mother, 
or publicly avow before the face and 
eye;, of all men. It tolerates no dark 
secret corners of consciousness into 
which one sneaks away to hold dis- 
graceful revels with himself, unfit to 
.see Ihe light. Jt permits no single ap- 
petite or passion of our nature to set 
up on its own account; recognizing 
with 1'lato that all vice and injustice is 
"this rising up of a part of the soul 
against the whole soul." It insists that 
the self as a whole shall be represented 
in and realized through the particular 
appetite or passion; or else that in the 
permanent interest of the whole self, 
the partial and temporary appetite 01 
passion shall be repressed.

1. "If ye then bo risen with Christ, 


seek those things which aro above, whore 
Christ sitteth on the right hand ot God." 
Ag soon as we receive the Lord Jesus, we 
become one with Him in His standing be- 
fore God. We are said to bo crucified with 
Him, buried with Him, quickened with 
Him, raised up with Him and made to sit 
with Him in the heavcnlies (Ual. ii, 20; 
Kph. ii, 6, 6; Col. ii, U). 
Wo are no 


longer citizens of earth, but citizens of 
heaven, and pilgrims and stranyets here 
(Phil, iii, 20; I Pet. ii, 11). Wo aro still 
sojourners on tho earth for His sake, in 
the world, but not of it; Ho in heaven for 
ns, and we hero for Him; Ho the. head 
and we tho members of His body. 


2, IJ. ''Set your affection on things 


above, not on things on tho earth. 
For 


ye aro dead, and your life is hid with 
Christ in Uod." As a person who is lit- 
erally dead is indifferent to all things 
ahtjut him, so we who aro dead with 
Christ should be indifferent to all things 
about us which are not of (Sod. We have 
died with Him and Ho at God's right 
hand i.s now our life, beyond all power of 
men or demons or satan himself. 


4. "When Christ, who i.s our life, shall 


appear, then shall ye also appear with 
Him in glory." He shall appear the sec- 
ond time, without sin unto salvation (Hob 
H, i'S). Thon we Khali 1>e like Him, hav- 
ing seen Him as Ho i.s (I .lohn iii, 8), and 
having met Him in thuiiir ([ Thess. iv, 
l(i, 1?) wu shall return with Him to tho 
earth to deliver Israel and to establish 
hero His kingdom of peace (Rev. xiy, 
ll-](i). All this havo wo oltun hoard, but 
perhaps never truly appropriated. 


5-7. " Mortify therefore your members 


which nro upon the earth." They that 
aro after the flesh mind tho things of tho 
flesh, they mind vaithly things (Rom. 
vlii, 0; Phil, iii, ID). 
Serving divors 


lusts and pleasures, they yield their mem- 
bers as instruments of unrighteousness 
unto sin (Titus iii, 3: Rom. vi, 1«). 
The 


Uod in whoso hand their breath is and 
whoso aro all their ways they do not 
glorify (Dan. v, «!3). 
When wo are con- 


vinced of our sin and receive Jesus Christ 
as our Saviour, wo then have u divine 
nature which wants none ot these things, 
but the old sinful nature is still in us and 
will desire the old sinful ways. This wo 
must mortiiy by constant denial of solf. 
To pity and please soli is not Clmstliko 
(Math, zvi, 23; margin and Horn, xv, 8). 


8, U. " Yo have put off tho old man with 


his deeds." In Eph. iv, 22, it, is written, 
"Put off concerning the former conversa- 
tion, the old man, which is corrupt, ac- 
cording to tho deceitful lu.sts." All these 
—anger, wrath, malice, filthy conversa- 
tion, ete.—aro dishonoring to Gotland un- 
becoming iiv a child of Uod. Tho child of 
God must very decidedly have done with 
them, lost he grieve the Holy Spirit of God 
whereby we are sealed unto tho day of ro- 
domptiou (Eph. iv, 30). Many a truo 
believer, who is 'troubled more or less by 
the desires of the old nature would fain 
have victory, but constantly tries and 
tails. The victory is found only in Christ; 
a look of helplessness to Him, and the cry 
"Thine is the power" will never fail to 
bo answered. 


10, 11. "Put on tho new man which is 


renewed in knowlcdgo after tho imago of 
Him that created him." 
In Eph. iv, 24, 


it is "Put on the now man which after 
God is created in righteousness and true 
holiness." 
Tho believer i.s always de- 


livered unto death for Jesus' sake that tho 
life of Jesus may be made manifest in our 
mortal flesh (II Cor. iv, 11). 
This mani- 


festation of tho new man in us will bo in 
proportion to our realization of our posi- 
tion in Christ as risen with Him and com- 
ing with Him in HH glory. 


13. "Put on therefore, us the elect of 


God, holy and beloved, bowels of mercies, 
kindness, humbleness of mind, meekness, 
long suffering." Wo were chosen in Him 
before the foundation of the world that 
wo should be holy and without blame be- 
fore Him in love. To this end Ho by His 
grace has made us accepted in the Beloved 
and given unto us in Him redemption 
through His blood, tho forgiveness of sins 
(Eph. i, 4, 0, 7). 
As Christ was God's 


elect to reveal tho Father, so wo arc elect 
to reveal Christ, for the world cannot fieo 
Him c:»copt as they soo Him in us. 
Hu- 


mility, meekness and the graces men- 
tioned in this verse when seen in our lives 
reveal Christ in us and glorify God. Wo 
do not find in Scripture that God lias 
chosen some for heaven and some for hell, 
for Ho is not willing that any should 
perish (II Pot. ill, a), but Ho has chosen 
some, that through them He may ble<.s 
others, and this is tho doctrine of elec- 
tion. 


13. "Forbearing one another and for- 


giving one another, if any man havo a 
qumiel against any: even as Christ for- 
gave you, so also do ye." Tho margin 
for quarrel is complaint. If all complaints 
wore as freely forgiven as Christ forgives 
us, how much happier many would be! 
Kph. iv, 32, says, "Be ye kind one to 
.'mother, tender hearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for Christ's sake 
hath forgiven you." The story of tho un- 
forgiving servant in Math, xviii, 23-35, is 
too often illustrated. God has freely for- 
given us millions of offenses, 


14. "And above all these things put on 


charity (love), which is tho bond of pcr- 
fcctnoss." What love is and its value and 
how it manifests itself is fully told in I 
Cor. xiil, which is a photograph of our 
Lord Jo^us Christ, and, though His nnmo 
is not found in it, it is no moro needed 
than tho namo of an intimate friend is 
needed on his photo. "Hereby perceive 
\vo tho love of God, because Ho laid down 
UK life for lib." 
"Herein is love, not 


that we loved God, but that He loved us 
ami hent His Son to bo the propitiation 
for our sins" (I John iii, 10; iv, 10). Un- 
less we aro willing to lay ('own our lives 
for the brethren the, less we say about our 
lovo to God tho better, but wo may over 
talk mid sing of His love to us, which is 
high as heaven above ours to Him, and 
ns we become occupied with His lovo to 
us we will manifest more lovo to others 
in our lives. 


15. "And let the pence of God rule in 


your hearts, to tho which also yo aro 
called in ono bod.v, and be yc thankful." 
The next "vorso says, -'Let tho word of 
Christ dwell in you richly in all wisdom," 
and tho next exhorts us to do all things 
in the niiino of tlio Lord Jc,«ug, giving 
thanks to God tin; Father by Him. Christ 
is the peace of God (Kph. ii, M) and He 
will gladly rlllo in the heart that is 
yielded to Him. He taught us that if vvo 
lovo Him vvo will keep ^Ilis vvovd (John 
xiv, US), and hero Wo are taught to bo 
filled with it and to know its riches.

SALT LAKE CITY, June 18.— The Mor- 


mon people are great colonizers. Re-. 
cently a party of 32, together with 
wagons, livo stock and agricultural im- 
plement?, left for the prosperous Al- 
berta settlement in Canada. This colony 
was founded in 1887, and has the sup- 
port of the government. The Alberta 
district is jribt cast cf the Rock; moun- 
tains and north of Montana. The area 
of the province comprises over 107,700 
bquare miles, being larger than Eng- 
land and Wales combined. The Utah 
authorities have selected the beautiful 
St. Maiy's valley for their emigrants. 


Well informed persons here declare 


that the climate is delightful in the 
Canadian settlement. The winter sea- 
son is short, and the cold ia said never 
to be intense. There are strong winds 
blowing always, but they are dry, and 
the absence of any humidity is benefi- 
cial. The climati! is excellent for those 
who aro suffering from cr are threat- 
ened with lung troubles. 


Agriculturists and their families are 


encouraged to locate in Alberta and aid 
in developing the country. Land can 
be purchased for $8 an acre. City lots, 
an acre and a quarter in size, bring from 
$20 to $40. Coal is said to abound, the 
entire district being reported by the 
geological survey to be underlaid with 
coal. At the town of Lethbridge there 
is an immense coal mine, which pro- 
daces large quantities of minerals. 


An immense canal ia being construct- 


ed in Alberta. It will carry water from 
the St. Mary's river at Cardaton as far 
as Sterling, a distance of 50 miles. 
The total cost of tbe enterprise will 
reach $500,000 and will be completed 
before the end of the year. Over a mil- 
lion feet of lumber will be used. 


The two rival mining exchanges 


make matters lively here. Many of the 
old time silver and lead producers have 
opened np and have already resumed 
paying dividends. Lead mines in this 
state are also quite profitable. The 
great rise in the price of copper baa 
caused a rneh of miners and prospect- 
ors to this state.

Herman 8i:igiiig societies will hold a 
groat saengprfcst during the last week 
of June in Ciiu'iniiati. This organiza- 
tion is composed of Kl societies repre- 
senting

Omaha iu Ihe west and 1'ittsburg In 
tho oast. 
Kat-h ot' these societies will 


solid largo delegations, and it is expect- 
od that there will be si chorus of 4,000 
male voices. 


Although the national organization 


1ms hoc-n in existence formally for only 
ilirco years, the various societies long 
ago united 1'or the purpose of holding 
groat meetings. It has been just 50 
years since the first of these concerts 
was given in Cincinnati, so the coming 
singing festival will be something in 
the nature of a golden jubilee for the 
movement. 


At a cost of ¥40,000 the German 


siusiiift societies of Cincinnati have 
erected o.sjiot'ially for the saengerfcst 
:t temporary building of wood and 
stool. Tho stage alone has a sealing 
capacity of -1,01)0, while the auditorium 
v\ill comfortably accommodate an au- 
dience of 10,000. 
The building Is iu 


the form of a square, 270 feet on each 
side. Tho stage is built in one corner 
and there aro entrances at each of the 
oilier throe corners. The floor of the 
stage slopes upward from the front at

an nuglo of 45 degrees, so that each 
member of the monster chorus may 
watch the conductor's baton. 


An orchestra of 150 pieces, of which 


Theodore Thomas' Chicago orchestra 
will be the nucleus, Is to furnish the 
instrumental music. The conductor is 
Sir. Louis Khrgott of Cincinnati. For 
many Aveoks he has been busy rehears- 
ing the various parts of the chorus In 
different cities. 


It is hoped that before tbe saensrer- 


t'est ol 11)0:: is held the German singing 
societies of tbe extreme east and the 
extreme west, which are as yet uu- 
attilialed, will be brought iuto the uni- 
ted body. 


The object of this federation is pure- 


ly one- of mutual helpfulness, for in 
gathering thus from the four points of 
the- coinpn«.s they cannot help but be of 
assistance to each other in the com- 
parison of ideas and methods. 


The federation has an official organ 


in The Lyra, published in Cincinnati, 
that contains not only official informa- 
tion of the society, but quantities of 
useful matter of general interest to 
the singers as individuals. 


The present officers of the federation

Each city con- 


siders it a great 
honor to be cho- 
sen as the place 
of meeting, and 
once the loca- 
tion for a given 


year is fixed upon the local societies 
of that place leave no stone unturned 
to mala' their year eclipse all former 
efforts. 


The first record of a German singing 


society in this country is that of one in 
Philadelphia, which, founded in the 
summer of ISSti, is still in existence. 
That same year, six months later, the 
Liederkranz society of Baltimore came 
into beiug. 


In 18I18 Cincinnati saw its first body 


of German singers, and in 18-10 another 
one, called Hie Society For Song and 
Culture. The year 1S4S found two so- 
cieties in Louisville, the German Lie- 
derkranz and the Orpheus; in St. Louis, 
the Maeniierchor; in Milwaukee, the 
German Liedcrkranz; a German Maen- 
ncrchor in Columbus, O., and one in 
Madison. Ind. 


After the first united meeting and 


concert of the year 1845). there VA.IS 
held an uninterrupted series of annual 
festivals, till in 1SOO the 
membership 


had increased fourfold, from 120 to 
450 singers, and during these 11 years 
the societies had met in Cincinnati 
three times, in Cleveland twice ami 
once each in Louisville, 
Columbus, 


Dayton, Canton, Detroit, Pittsburg and 
Buffalo. 


The civil war Interfered somewhat 


with the growth of the societies, and 
for four years the sacngerfests were 
omitted, for many of the singers were 
listening to the whiz of bullets rather 
than tbe strains of music. But in 1805 
the meetings were resumed and have 
been continued ever since, with the ex- 
ception that of late years it has been 
found impractical to get together once 
each year so large a body of people, 
hence the saengerfests are now held 
onee every tiiree years, and they are 
looked upon as great musical events.

of Ihe Jordan, with all its luMi-.'ianeeof 
cornfields, and the river to watei the 
flocks, and the genial clim;,te, and the 
wealth immeasurable." So the con- 
troversy was forever settled, and qrcat- 
bouled Abram carried out the sugge1- 
tion of the text: "Let theic be no 
strife, I pray thee, between me and 
Ihee, and between mv herdmen and th.v 
herdnien. Is not the whole land be- 
fore thee?" 


Well, in this, the last decade of the 


nineteenth century, and in this beauti- 
ful land, which was culled America, 
after Amerieus Yespueius but should 
have been called Columbia, after Its 
discoverer, Columbus, AVC have a wraith 
of religions prhilege and opportunity 
that is positively bewildering — churches 
of all sorts of creeds, and of all kinds of 
government, and all forms of worship, 
and all stylos of architecture. What 
opulence ot ecclesiastical opportunity! 
Kow, while in desolate regions there 
may be only one church, in the opulent 
districts of this country i litre is such a 
profusion that there ought to be no 
difficulty in making a' selection. Xo 
tight about vestments, or between litur- 
gical or nonlitnrgical adherents, or as 
to baptisimal modes, or a handful of 
•water as compared with a rivciful. If 
Abram prefers to dwell on the heights. 
where he can only get a sprinkling 
fiom the clouds, let him consent that 
Lob have all the Jotdan in which to 
immerse himself. "Let there be no 
frtrite, I pray thee, between me and 
thee, and between m,v herdnien and thy 
herdmen. Is not the whole land before 
thee?" 


Especially is it 
fortunate 
when 


families allow angry discussion at the 
breakfast or. dinner or tea table as to 
which is the best church or denomina- 
tion, one at one end ot the table saying- 
he could never endure the rigid doc- 
trines of Prebbvterianisni, one at the 
other end responding that she never 
could stand the forms ot Episeopaej, 
and one at one side of the table saving 
he did not understand how anv bod.v, 
could bear the rioi'-e in the Methodist 
church, and another declaring all the 
Baptists bigots. 
'I here are hundreds 


of families hopelessly split on eeelesi- 
astieism, and in the middle of ever.v, dis- 
cussion on such subjects there is a 
Kindling of indignation, and it needs 
some old Father Abram to come and put 
his foot on the loaded fuse before the 
explosion takes place and sa,v : "Let 
there be no strife, I pray thee, between 
me and thee, and between my herdmen 
and thy herdmen. Is not the whole 
land before thee?" 


I undertake a subject never under- 


taken by any other pulpit, for it is an 
exceedingly delicate subject, and if not 
rightly handled might give serious of- 
fense, but. I approach it without the 
slightest trepidation, for 1 am sure 1 
have the Divine direction in the mat- 
ters I propose to present. It is a tre- 
mendous 
question, asked 
all 
ovei 


Christendom, often asked w i t h tears 
and sobs and heartbreaks and involv- 
ing the peace of families, the eternal 
happiness of many souls. In matters 
of church attendance should the wife 
go with the husband, or the husband 
go with the wife? 


First, remember that all the cven- 


gelicnl churches have enough truth in 
them to sate thesouland prepare us for 
happiness on earth and in Ilcav.cn. 1 
will go with yon into any well-selected 
theological library, and 1 will show vou 
fecrmons from ministers in all deuoni^ 
inations that set forth man as n sinner 
and Christ as a deliverer from sin and 
Borrow. That is the whole (iospel. (!et 
that into your soul, and you arc fitted 
for (he here and the hereafter. Then- 
arc differences, we admit, and some de- 
nominations we like better than others. 
But suppose three or four of us make 
solemn .agreement to meet each on im- 
portant business, and one goes b,v the 
New York Cenlrnl railroad, another by 
the Brie railroad, another b.\ the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, another by the Bal- 
timore & Ohio railroad. One goes this 
way because the mountains are grand- 
er, another takes this because the cars 
are more luxurious, another that be- 
cause the speed is greater, 
another 


takes 1he other because he has long 
been accustomed to that route and all 
the employes are familiar. So far as 
our engagement* to meet is concerned. 
it makes no difference if we only get 
there. Now, apy one of (lie iuuuniera- 


blc evangelical denominations, if you 
practice its teaching, although som'eof 
their trains run on a broad gauge and 
some on a narrow gauge, w ill bring you 
out at the city of New Jerusalem. ' 


It being evident that ,\ou will be safe 


in any of the evangelical denomina- 
tions, 1 proceed to i-finurk, first, if one 
of tha married couple be a Christian 
and the other not, the one a Christian 
is bound to go anywhere to a church 
where the unconverted companion is 
willing to go, if he or she will go to 
no other. You of the connubial part- 
nership are a Christian. You are safe 
for Ihe skies. 
Then it is vour first 


duty to secure the eternal safety of 
your liletime associate. Is not the ever- 
lasting welfare of vonr wife impenitent 
or vour husband impenitent of more 
Importance than your church relation- 
ship? 
Js not the condition of your 


companion for the next quadrillion of 
jears a mightier consideration to jou 
than the "latification of jour ecclesi- 
astical taste for 40 or 50 j ears? A man 
or a woman w lio would stop halt a mm- 
ute to weigh preteienees as to whether 
he or she had better (>o with the uueon- 
verted companion to this or that chinch 
or denomination has no leligion at all. 
and never has had, and 1 fejr never w ill 
ha\e. 
You are loaded up with wluit 


you suppose to be religion, but jou are 
like Capt. J'Yobisher. who biought back 
from his \ojage of diseoverv a ship 
loud of what he supposed valuable min- 
erals, jet, instead ol being siher and 
gold, were nothing but common stones 
of the field, to be hulled out-as finally 
useless. 


Alight j God, in all Tin realm is there 


one man or woman professing religion, 
yet so stolid, so unfitted, ,-o tar gone 
unto death that there would lie any 
hesitancy in surrendering all prefer- 
ences before such an opportunity of 
salvation and heavenlv 
reunion'.' 
If 


jou, a Christian wile, are an attend- 
ant upon anv church and jour uncon- 
verted husband does not go there be- 
cause he does not like its preacher, or 
its music, or its architecture, or its un- 
comfortable crowding, and goes not to 
any house of worship, but would go if 
you would accompany him somewhere 
else, change Jour church 
relations. 


Take your hjmn book home w i t h you 
to-daj. Saj good-by to your friends in 
the neighboiing pews and go w i t h him 
to anj one of a hundred churches till 
his soul is .<ived and he joins jou in the 
march to Heaven. 
More important 


than that ring on the third finger of 
your left hand it is that your Heaven- 
ly Father command the angel of mercy 
concerning jour husband at his con- 
version, as in the parable of old: "1'ut 
a ring on his hand." 


No letter of more importance ever 


came to the great city of Corinth, situ- 
ated on what was called the "Bridge of 
the Hen,'' and glistening with sculpture, 
and gated with a stj le of brass the mag- 
nificence of which the following ages 
hate not been able to successfully imi- 
tate, and overshadowed by the \cro- 
Corinthus, a. fortress of rock 2.000 feet 
high—I say no letter ever came to (hut 
great citj-of more importance than that 
letter in which Paul puts the two 
startling questions: 
"YMiat 
knowest 


thou. 0 wife, whether thou shall save 
tin husband? Or how knowest thou, 
O man. whether thou shr.lt save thy 
wife?" 
The dearest saeiifiee on tin- 


part of the one is cheap H it rescue the 
other. Better go to the smallest, weak- 
est, most insignificant church on earth 
and be copartners in eternal bliss than 
pass jour earthly membership in most 
gorgeously 
attractive church while 


jour companion stajs outside of evan- 
gelical 
privilege. 
Better have thr 


drowning saved by a scow or a sloop 
than let him or her go down while you 
s.i'l In in the gilded cabins of a Majestic 
or Campania. 


Second remark: 
If both of ihe mar- 


ried couple be Christians, but one is ho 
n.iturallj constructed that it is impos- 
sible to enjoj the services of a particu- 
lar denomination and the other is not 
so sectarian or punctilious, let the one 
less particular go will) the oilier, who 
is verv particnl.ir. As for mjself. I feel 
as much at home in one denomination 
of evangelical Christians as another, 
and I t h i n k I must have been born very 
near the line. 1 like the solemn roll of 
the 1'piseopal liturgy, and I like the 
spont.meitj of the Methodist^, and 1 
like the importance given to the ordi- 
nance of baptism by the Baptists, and 
1 like the freedom of the Con»rega- 
tionalists, and 1 like the government 
and the sublime doctrine of the Presby- 
terians, and I like main of the others 
just as much as anj 1 have mentioned, 
and 1 could happily live and preach and 
die and be buried Irom any of them. 
But others are born w i t h a liking so 
stout, so unbending, so inexorable for 
some denomination that it is a positive 
necessity they have the advantage of 
that one. What they were intended to 
be in ccele»iasticism was written in the 
sides of their cradle, if the father and 
mother had ejes keen enough to see it. 
Thej would not stop crv ing until they 
had put in their hands as a plaything 
a Westminster catechism of tlfTliirtv- 
nine Articles. The whole current of 
their temperament and thought and 
character runs into one sect of reli- 
gionists as naturally as the James river 
into the Chesapeake. It wou'd be a 
torture to such persons to be anywhere 
outside of that one church. 


Now. let the wife or husband who is 


notj so constructed sacrifice the milder 
preference for thr one more inflexible 
t-,nd rigorous. Let the grapevine follow 
the rugosities and sinuosities of the oak 
or hi"korj-. Abram, the richer in flocks 
of Christian grace, should say to Lot, 
who is built on a smaller scale: "Let 
there be no strife, T pray thee. between 
me and thee. and between my herdmen 
and thy herdmen. Is not the whole land 
before thee? 
As you can be edified 


and happy anywhere, go with your com- 
panion to the church to which he or she 
must go or be miserable. 


TJemark'the third: If both the mar- 


ried couple are very strong in their sec- 
tarianism, let them attend the different 
churches preferred. It is not necessary 
that you attend the .«atne church. Re- 
ligion is between jour conscience find 
jour (iod. Like Abram and Lot, agree 
to suffer. When on Sabbath morning 
you eorne out of''your home together 
and one goes one wnj' and the other the 
pthcr, liwirtilv wish each other a 


sermon and a time of profitable devo- 
tion, and when you meet again at the 
noonday repast let it be evident, eaeh to 
eaeh and to your ehildren and to the 
hired help, that you have both been on 
I he Mount of Transfiguration, alt hough 
you went up by different paths, and 
that you have both been fed by the 
bread of life, though kneaded by dif- 
ferent hands in different trays and 
baked in different ovens. "But how 
about the ehildren?" 1 am often asked 
by scores of parents. Let them also 
make their own ehoiee. 
They 
will 


grow up with reverence for both the de- 
nominations represented by father and 
mother if you bj' holy lives commend 
tho=.e denominations. If the father live*, 
the better life, they vviil have the more 
favorable opinion of his denomination. 
And some day both the parents will, 
for at least one service, go to the saun- 
church. Theneighborsvvillsay: "Iwoii- 
dervvhat isgoingonto-day,for I savvoui 
neighbor and bib wife, who alvvajs go 
to different chin dies, going arm in arm 
to the tame sanctuary?" \\ell, 1 w i l l 
tell you what has brought them aim in 
arm to the same altar. Something verv 
important has happened. Their son i^ 
standing in the aisle, taking the vow sol 
a Uiristian. 
lie has been somewhat 


wajvvard and gave father and mothei 
.agooddcal of anxiety, but their prayer 
h.ive been answered in his conversion, 
and as he stands in the aisle and the 
minister ol religion saj->: 
"Ho jou 


consecrate j out-self to the (iod who 
made and redeemed job, and do voi 
1 


j roinise to servo Him all jour days?" 
and w i t h manly voice he answers: "I 
do," there is an April shower in the 
pew where father and mother sit and a 
rainbow of joy vvhic'i arches both the!' 
souls that makes all the difference of 
creed infinitesimal. And the daughter, 
who has been verj' worldIj and gaj' and 
thoughtless, puts her life on the altar 
of consecration, and as the sunlight of 
that Sabbath streams 
through 
the 


church window and falls upon her brow 
and cheek she looks like their other 
daughter, whose face was illuminated 
with the brightness of another world 
on the Uaj' when the hord took her into 
His heavenlv' keeping jears ago. 


I should not wonder if, after all, 


these parents pass the (.veiling of their 
life in the &ame churih. all dificrenees 
of church preference oveicome bj" the 
joj" of being in ihc house of liod where 
their children were prepared for usc- 
•fulncst. and Heaven. Hut 1 can give 
v'ou a recipe for ruining jour ehildren. 
Angrilj- contend in the household Unit 
j-oui chinch is right and the church of 
vour companion is wrong. JJiing sneer 
and caricature to cmpluinize j'our opin- 
ions, and jour children will make up 
their minds that religion is a sham, 
and they v,ill have none of it. hi the 
northeast storm of domestic contro- 
versy the rose of Sharon and the lilj 
of the valley will not grow. 
Fight 


about apostolic succession, tight about 
election and free agency, tight about 
baptism, light about the bishopric, h'g'ht 
about gown and surplice, and the re- 
ligious prospect of jour children will 
be left dead on the field. You will be 
as unforl unate as Charles, duke of Bur- 
gundj. who in battle lost a diamond 
the value of a kingdom, for in your fight 
jou will lose the jewel of salvation for 
jour entire household. This is noth- 
ing against the advocacj' of your own 
religious theories. Use all forcible ar- 
gument, bring all telling illustration, 
array all demonstrative facts, but let 
there be ro acerbitj, no stinging retort, 
no mean insinuation, no supercilious- 
ness as though all others were wrong 
and jou infalliblv right. 


Take a hint from astronomj. 
The 


Ttolemaic system made the earth the 
center of the solar sjstem, and everj- 
thing wns. thought to turn round the 
earth, 
lint the Copernican sjstem 


came anil made the sun the 
center 


around which the planets revolved. The 
bigot made his little belief the center 
of ever}thing, but 
the 
laige-souled 


Chiistiiui makes the sun ol rightcous- 
nevs the center and all denominations 
w i t h o u t anj clashing and each in his 
own sphere revolving around it. Over 
the tomb of Dean Stanlcj in Westmin- 
ster Abbcj is the passage oi Scripture: 
•'Tin- command nu-iitM 
are 
e\ce(ding 


bioad." Let no 111,111 crowd us on to a 
path like the bride Al Kirut, which the 
Mohammedan thinks leads from this 
world over the abjs>s> ol hell into para- 
dise,the breadth ol the bridge, le^-s than 
the web of a siai veil spider or the edge 
ol a sword or ru/or, off the edges of 
which many fall. Xo. While the way 
is not w ide enough to take with us any 
of our sins, it is wide enough for till 
Christian believers to 
pass 
without 


peril into everlasting bulctj. 
But do 


not any of jou depend upon what jou 
call "a sound creed" for salvation. A 
man may own all the statutes of the 
state of New York and yet not be a 
lawyer, and a man may own all the 
best medical treatise and not be a phy- 
bician, and a man iniij own all the best 
works on painting and architecture and 
not be cither painter or architect, and 
a man may own all the sound creeds 
in the world and yet not be a Christian. 
Not what you have in your head and 
on your tongue, but in jour heart and 
in your life, will decide everything. 


In olden times in England before the 


modern street lamps were invented 
every householder was expected to have 
a lantern suspended in front of 
his 


house, and the cry of the watchman 
in London as they went along at even- 
tide was: "Hang out your lights!1' 
Instead of disputing in your home about 
the different kinds of lantern, as the 
watchman on the walls of /ion, 1 cry: 
"Let jour light s-o shine, before men 
that they, seeing your good works, 
may glorifj' your Father which is in 
Heaven!" Hang out your lights! You 
may have a thousand ideas about re- 
ligion and j-et not the great idea of 
pardoning mercy. It is not the num- 
ber of ideas, but the greatness of them. 
A mouse hath ten offspring in her nest, 
while the lioness hath one in her lair. 
All ideas about forms and ceremonies 
and church government put together 
are, not worth the one idea of getting 
to Heaven yourself and taking your 
familj- with yon, 


Bit* do not reject Christianity, as 


many do, because there are so many 
sects. Standing in Westminster hotel, 
London, 1 looked tout of the window 
and saw three clocks, as near as I can 
remember — one on tlit' 


house, another on St. Margaret's chapel, 
smother on Westminster abbey — and 
they were all different. One said 12 
o'clock at noon, another said five min- 
utes before 12, another said five min- 
utes after 12. I might as well have con- 
eluded that there is no such thing as 
time because the three timepieces were 
different as for you to conclude that 
there is uo such thing us pure Christi- 
anity because the churches differ in 
their statement of it. 


But let us all rejoice that, although 


part of our family may worship on 
earth in one church and part in an- 
other church or bowed at the same 
altar in a compromise ol preferences, 
we are, if redeemed, on the way to a 
perfect church, where all our prefer- 
ences will be fully gratified. Cleat ca- 
thedral of eternity, with inches of ame- 
thvsts and pillars of sapphire, with 
floors of emerald,and windows aglow 
with the Minrise.'of Heaven! 
What 


stupendous towers, with chimes angel 
hoisted and angel rung! What mjriads 
of worshipers, white robed and coronet- 
ed! 
What an officiate!- at the altar, 


even "the great High Piiest ol oiu pio- 
fession!" 
What walls, hung w i t h the 


captured shields and flags. 
l>\ the 


ohureh militant passed u p t o ' h c c h i u c h 
triumphant! 
What doxologies of all 


nations! 
Coronet to coronet, cjmbal

Her tender heart breathed out, 
in childish innocence and simple faith.

stricken w i t h a fatal illness.

bedside, a constant, anxious watcher, 
sat her i urn-soaked and bloated father. 
That child had been an angel ot mercy 
to him. Many times she h.wl piloted 
him from the dunk den to his home. 
when Ihe diink demon hud tendered 


lating its peculiar diction into ordinary 
Knglish, we deduce the following: 


A "white-apron boy"—in-other words, 


a bartender— must! possess superior in- 
telligence, and be strictly sober. Only 
a clear head can be capable of the quick- 
ness and alertness required, to miv 30i) 
standard drinks, as well as the new ones 
constantly coming into use. He must 
also keep in mind the, Ot brands of 
cigars and the multitude of articles 
kept in stock. He must be brilliant and 
wittj, able to keep up a rapid-fire con- 
versation w i t h customers; know how 
to give all sorts oi encyclopedic infor- 
mation; have a know ledge of the drug- 
gist's trade, and, finally, be an adept 
in the culinarv art. 


Such a multiplicitv of demand*- eer- 


tainlj" calls loi mental power of a high 
order, and the propnefor of the "cafe 
bar" shows wordIv wisdom in advertis- 
ing lor "abstainers" who will not be 
likclj to injure his interests by the 
blunders of alcohol-disordered brains. 


DOES WINE MAKE BLOOD?

Win.- is simply a m i x t u i e ol alcohol 


and water, w i t h some f f n v o i i n g sub- 
stance added. The pioportion ol alco- 
hol is sometimes as low as seven or 
eight per cent., and again at, high as L'd 
per cent. 


Can blood be made Irom alcohol? 


This is a very important question, and 
one on which there is a great diversity 
of opinion. Paracelsus first made use 
of pure alcohol for the preparation of 
his elixir vitae. Thousands of phjsi- 
eians to-day recommend that motheis, 
invalids and other feeble peisons drink 
w i n e and beer, with the idea that those 
liquors make blood. Perhaps this no- 
tion grew out of the similaritj in coloi 
ot wine and blood: at auj rate, it is the 
••ed wines that arc largely consumed for 
this purpose. 


But wine cannot make blood; wine 


interferes with the bloodmaking proc- 
ess. To be converted into blood, a sub- 
stance must contain some of the prop- 
erties ot blood. Wine does not resemble 
blood; it is diluted alcohol. Hence it 
cannot be converted into something so 
radically 
different 
trom 
itself 
as 


blood is. 


Blood is just as much flesh as any I 


other part ol the body; it is liquid tis- 
sue; it is liquid flesh; it is a vituli/ed 
fluid, and is as much a l i v e as the bruin 
or a nei ve. 


Alcohol is lifeless, consequently it 


cannot be changed into blood. Noth- 
ing but good food--fruits, grains and 
nuts—CUD make pure blood. 
Those 


toods become blood thtmigJi digestion. 
Let us test it: 
Suppose a man eat* 


bread, apples and potatoes one day, 
and the next day you examine him; 
you find none of these substances. 
They have been dissolved, converted 
into blood and organized into tissue. 
On the other hand,'if you should ilis- 
s-ect this man, and discover bread, ap- 
ples and potatoes in his muscles, you 
would rightly conclude that that food 
had not made blood and tissue. 


This is precisely what happens when 


alcohol is taken into the system. Ex- 
aminations of men who have drunk al- 
cohol have revealed the liquor in the 


1 brain, liver and muscles; indeed, the 


w hole body vva.s saturated with alcohol 
us a sponge with water. The poison has 
been detected in the1 perspiration and 
in the secretions of the kidneys. By 
distilling' the breath of such persons it 
has been possible to obtain the alcohol 
again. So alcohol does not make blood 
and tissue. 


Vnother natural question is: Can it 


be used in anj1 other waj for the benefit 
of the bodj ? Investigations have an- 
swered this in the negative. We have 
devised an instrument by which we 


i an determine just how long it takes h 
man to see. and experiments with it 
have shown that it takes a person 
longer to see the letter A, for instance, 
alter taking ulcohol than before. Xot 
onlj does alcohol render a man's sight 
less kien, but it retards all his other 
sensibilities. 


We have experimented to find ottt the 


effect of liquor on digestion, bj'giving 
a joung man a test breakfast to which 
four ounres of simple claret, of wine 
had been added. As a consequence, his 
record was down in the "hypo" terri- 
tory. Then he was piven two ounces 
of brandy w i t h his test breakfast, and 
the record showed almost apepsia, or 
no digestion whatever. 
This agrees 


with the experiments of Sir William 
Koberts, an eminent English physiolo- 
gist. He put food into a test tube and

He didn't 
care whether it was the Atlantic Trans- 
port company or the Cleveland firm, and 
he said he would not give up the ship 
till his claim was paid. 


The (.'le> eland shipping firm proceeded 


to take legal steps to get possession of the 
Helvetia, They appealed to the Cana- 
dian authorities to arrest Captain Marks 
and forcibly remove him from the ship. 


In the meantime the citizens of Valley- 


field, where the Helvetia was lying at 
anchor, had learned of Captain Mark's 
trouble and had extended their warm 
sympathy. They volunteered to help de- 
fend bis vessel nud almost mobbed the 
detective who tried to arrest him. 


At one time it looked as if much blood 


would be sh"d over the affair. Detective 
Kellert sOllied forth from Montreal with 
a ' h a l f deiy.cn armed deputies, and he 
warned Marks that he luid come to take 
him. 
dead or alive. 


"Ail right," said Marks. "Why don't 


you come and take me?" 


''I have file authority of the Dominion 


government!" shouted Kellert, waving 
some documents. 


"The government be blowed!" respond- 


ed the captain. 


Kellert borrowed ladders from the fire 


statioh and prepared to scale the sides of 
the ship. A do7.en men on the wharf 
seized the ladders and carried them back 
to the fire station, with a threat that if 
Kellert attempted it they would throw 
him into the water. The chief of the lo- 
cal police appeared and protested that 
the slightest attempts to take the captain 
would result in bloodshed, and Kellert re- 
turned to Montreal baffled. 


After this fiasco the owners tried to 


compromise. But Captain Marks would 
have all or nothing, and in the end ,ie 
WHS paid his claim in full. When he 
stopped ashore, the whole town of Valley- 
field turned out to do him honor. They 
burned fireworks left over from 
the 


queen's birthday celebration, they ban- 
queted him and in other ways showed 
their respect for the man who was afraid 
of neither courts nor goccruments when 
he was in the right.

There has been any amount of dis-

It has been 
supposed for many years that she was 
born in Possenhofen, Bavarja, and the 
genealogical court calendar of Gotha 
has confirmed this belief. The 
Ba- 


varian Reichs-Herold, however, stated 
in a recent number that careful re- 
search showed that Empress Elizabeth 
was born in the ducal palace in Mu- 
nich on Dec, 24, 1837. This was con- 
sidered authentic by the royal family 
and accordingly the inscription on the 
sarcophagus of the empress has been 
corrected. 


.The quartermaster general of the 
United States army has begun a big 
Job of ferriage. 
He is to bring home 


from the Philippines 1^,000 volunteer 
soldiers and send out to take their 
places 14,000 regulars. This movement 
of 20,000 men across 7,000 miles of 
ocean is the greatest the world has 
ever seen. 


The volunteer army which is coming 


back from tlw» far east is almost wholly 
made up of citizen soldiers from Iho 
western states. A little less than a 
year ago they began to gather on the 
Pacific coast. Ahead of them were sent 
all the regular troops that could be 
spared, but still. General Otis needed 
more "men. 


So from the farms of Kansas, the 


mines of Colorado, Utah, Montana and 
Nebraska, the forests of Oregon and 
Washington and the orchards of Cali- 
fornia were called the young men v> ho 
were eager to wear the blue and carry 
a rifle. 
Most of them had but scant 


knowledge of the lighting business. 
But they were big ami strong and 
sturdy and quick wilted. They were 
also anxious to pro\e themselves bva\e 
as well. 


The exciting summer mouths vu'ie 


spent iu drilling at various state en 
canipmeuts. 
Army officers and com- 


manders of militia "licked them into 
shape," and at last th'\v went aboard 
the transports bound for the Philip- 
pines. When they reached Manila, all 
was peaceful. The Spanish had giu-u 
up, and the war was over. There weie 
many disappointed volunteers as a coii- 
sequeucc. 


During the winter mouths in the 


summer island of Luzon they watched 
events shape themselves, until finally, 
on Feb. 5, the long threatened revolt 
of the Filipinos broke out. Since then 
the volunteers have had over four 
mouths of hard and difficult campaign- 
ing. 
The western 
fighting 
blood, 


which had been warmed to fever heat 
bv the taunts and insults of the na- 
tives, has urged them on to almost in- 
credible deeds of valor. 
These raw 


troops are now seasoned veterans. 
They have done some of the most dar- 
ing, dashing fighting the world haa 
ever seen. 


Now they are coming home. 
The 


great majority of these volunteers en- 
listed lor service during- the Spanish- 
American war. Of course their terms 
of enlistment expired months ago, but 
they hav-J been kept iu the field owing 
to the exigencies of the situation, and 
no general complaint has been made. 


A watchful and kind hearted govern- 


ment n'as decided that these men are 
now entitled to return to their homes. 
So there is rejoicing throughout the 
west. Jack and Billy and Harry are 
coming back from the war.

the joy that brings to thousands of 
homes!

To the workmen are also 
offered certain interests in the success 
of the business, and both parties being 
mutually dependent there is no occa- 
sion for strikes, lockouts or trade dis-

Professor Hyslop said that as a scien- 


tific uiau he hud long ago accepted the 
materialistic view, but for lo yeaia bad 
labored tirelessly in the line of psychical 
research 
He has established many im- 


portant facts to hi? own sutistaction, 
lint is unwilling to state his coccln- 
sioni in detail until he has finished his 
report, vhich, ho hopes to make scien- 
tifically convincing 


While 'unwilling to anticipate the 


scientific features of his report, Profes- 
sor Hyslop is willing to stand by the 


1 general statement that he has found 


scientific proof of the immortality of 
the soul, or at least its continued life 
after the death of the body. He does, 
not like to say that lie is convinced he 
has held cornmtinication with his dead 
father, because he modestly concludes 
that his own belief is not convincing to 
the pnlftfc, but be says that the outcome 
of the work of the'Society For Psy- 
chical Research will be stich a wave of 
excitement as thu world has never seen 
before. 


In recent years, he says, faith ha,i 


•waned, and many persons have aban- 
doned their nueient belief in spintnal 
things. They have demanded proof that 
there is another woild, but when they 
find that proof is furnished they will 
run mnd like wild animals in the turn- 
ing df the tide from materialism.

They have had a con- 
tract with her, so that they have been 
able to get a great mass ot evidence. 


Mrs. Piper is a normal woman, who, 


devotes her life to the care of home and 
to the usual pursuits of an average 
woman. The society has taken the 
greatest precautions to prove her sincer- 
ity, and has even employed detectives 
to see that she did not have outside 
agents who furnished her with infor- 
mation. The record of every sitting tor 
iuais hat ij..en kept to the most minnte 
pai'ic-Mlar, every word uttered in her 
loom being ttenographically reported. 
The bearing of one statement upon an- 
other has been compared, with the re- 
sult that Professor Hyslop is compelled 
to choose one of two decisions—that she 
has an infinite mind or that she is con- 
trolled by the minds of the dead. 


Professor Hyslop took the precaution 


at his first sittings with "Mrs. Piper to

We are get- 
ting booked up in geography and for 
eign lands and are reading up every 
thing we can as we watch onr interna- 
tional crops.

FOOD FOR OUR TROOPS. 


How the Soldiers In the Philip- 


pines Are Fed. 


SUBSISTENCE SUPPLIES IU MAHILA 


Refrigerated Beef, Freih Vegetable* 


•ml Bread Delivered D«lly to Our 
Men on the Firing Mne—Cooking 
•ttd Service of Ration* Perfectly 
Satisfactory—Xot a. Meal Mined. 


The war department at Washington 


recently made pnblic several reports 
fiom the Philippines relating to the 
subsistence supplies of the troops. Cap- 
tain M. G. Krayenbnhl, brigade com- 
missary, says: "The ration ba» been 
perfectly satisfactory. No complaints 
have come to notice, either against 
quality or method of snpply." 


Major Robert H. Fitzhugb, chief 


commissary of the Second division, re- 
ported that on the evening of Feb. 5, 
after hard fighting and a general ad- 
vance all along the division line, the 
troops had their supper promptly at 
the regular hour, and during all of the 
subsequent movements, while thetroopa 
had been constantly confronting the 
enemy, either iu line or in the trenches, 
the continuous supply of rations had 
been maintained without a break, and 
at all times a reserve of at least two 
days cf travel ration had been kept on 
h'and. 


"The most noticeable features of the 


supply," he says, "are the deliveries 
of fresh beef and vegetables. Refriger- 
ated beef from Australia and the United 
States, which would be called excellent 
in any United States market, is deliv- 
ered on the line, frozen, before 8 a. in., 
and officers and men sissure me that it 
is perfectly good ca the day following 
their receipt of it, although generally 
uses! as soon aa received. Fiesh pota- 
toes from the Unitfcd Slates are issued, 


al in quality to any found in the 


markets ot our own country. 


'The cooking and seivice of the ra- 


tion are repotted to bo such as to give 
^eneral and entire satisfaction. Men in 
the trenches receive the kind of meats 
usually given in quarters, and to ad- 
vanced pickets at exposed points close 
to the enemy h&t coffee and meats are 
carried. 


"The rations have been delivered, ac- 


cording to location, by casco, cart and 
rail, and due credit bhould be given for 
the great efficiency of the transporta- 
tion. Much of the service of distribu- 
tion lias been necessarily, rendered tin- 
der tiro, and the distuhnting points 
along the division front, including the 
reserve station and salesroom estab- 
lished by Captain Bootes at Caloocan, 
have at times been practically on the 
firing line." 


Captain S. B. Bootes of the First bri- 


gade in his report says- 


"The troops comprising the brigade 


have been rationed with the greatest 
dispatch, and, at no time, hits aii 


iiatton Tieen. 
ranch lew wise, a ineal. For the first 
day or two Aey had to snbihli on the 
regular army tratef ration, bnt with 
that eieeptibn they bffve been provided 
With the best of refrigerated beef, fresh 
vegetables and 'fresh brea'd aa part of 
the regular ration. On the occasion cf 
every advance the rations were not only 
delivered to the, men on the firing line, 
bnt their meals were prepared and ready 
for them at meal hours. 


"In addition to the regnla* rations, 


each command <)f this brigade has a re- 
serve of three days' emergency rations 
always loaded on carts, which can al- 
ways be moVed forward at a niottient'a 
notice. And in addition to the afore- 
said 1 have established at tfcifr point a 
sales depot, where ail the luxuries kept 
by the department may be purchased 
1-y officers and men. 1 also carry here 
about 3,000 travel rations, iu case all 
other precautions that have been taken 
should fail."

ELIZA ARCHARD CONNER WRITES OF

Fl*are IB the Wretched Tacaloi' 
History Killed by Spaniard!.

MANILA, May 1.—In the midst of the 


fncompetency, the weakness, the child- 
ish vindictiveness and unsteadiness en- 
countered on every hand among the 
Philippine natives aronnd Manila a 
single character stands out, by con- 
trast so strong, eo brilliant and noble, 
that it must command the enthusiastic 
admiration of mankind. 


Jose Rizal is the one heroic figure in 


this poor Tagalo history. He was born 
Jnne 10, 1861, at the village of Calam- 
ba, some 30 miles from Munila. A 
Spaniard tells me Rizal was of mixed 
Chinese and Tagalo blood, Mestizo- 
Cbino, as it is called here. The Mes- 
tizo-Chinos are the ones who lead the 
present insurrection. 
Aguinaldo 
is 


Tagalo-Cbinese. 


A rich Spaniard who has been here 


for a generation sends this message to 
the American people: "Tell the Ameri- 
cans not to let the Chinese and Tagalos

intermarry. Keep them apart or there 
will be trouble." I found afterward 
that the gentleman himself ia married 
to a Tagalo-Chinese woman; therefore 
he bnght to know. 


One account I have read says Dr. 


Rizal was of pnre Tagalo parentage. It 
is not probable. The eyes certainly look 
Chinese, the shape of the head is Ta- 
galp, wfcile the nose nod the fine, spirit- 
ed expression of the face give a strong 
bint of Spanish blood somewhere. 


From infancy the Philippine leader 


and martyr showed a marvelous mem- 
ory and capacity for acquiring knowl- 
edge. His memory was indeed phenom- 
enal. A Jesuit father told me that Rizal 
once said to.him: "Whatever informa- 
tion or knowledge comes before my 
mind once, that my memory lays hold 
of and stores away. There it keeps it 
forever in the storeroom of my brain. 
When I want any fact, I simply call 
it out of my memory and us3 it." 


The child was so precocious that his 


education began at 3 years old. When 
he was 8, he wrote poetry that was 
marvelous, considering his tender years. 
Early he was brought to Manila and 
became a pnpil of the Jesuit fathers. 
He was a favorite one, because of his 
docility and his intellect rial brilliancy. 
Hib memory and his literary talent 
were bis most distinguishing faculties 
at this time. When he was 14, he wrote 
a drama that was performed before a 
large and enthusiastic audience in Ma' 
nila. About this time, too, he won the 
prize accorded by the literary and ar- 
tistic lycenm of Manila to the best com- 
position by a Filipino author. 


Watching .step by step the develop- 


ment of thjs remarkable intellect we 
find that at' about the age of 14 a new 
note began to be sounded in his poems 
<—namely, patriotism, an ardent and 
burning Jove of country that seemed 
almost absurd in a Tagalo breast. But 
it was inborn an'd ready to blaze out 
splendidly w^ien it was kindled by 
events. If Rizal had lived, beyond «1! 
doubt he weald have had sense enough 
to perceive that the grandest destiny 
poesible-to his country would be to be- 
come a state of the American Union. 


After leaving Manila university the 


restless heart and eagerly acquisitive 
mind within him impelled him to go to 
Europe and obtain the highest and best 
learning possible in the profession be 
had chosen—that of medicine. But he 
added also studies in art, langliages and 
philosophy, so that the 'proficiency he 
obtained in each made him a master in 
them all. A Spanish sketch of his life 
says of him at this time, "The char- 
acteristic of "Rizal was bis constancy 
and his affection for his studies." iln 
Madrid, in Paris, in London, in Ger- 
many, Austria and finally in Belgium 
he learned and thought and dreamed. 
He was author, artist, linguist, philos- 
opher and physician all in one. In his 
profession the oculist's specialty partic* 
ularly attracted him, and here be be- 
came remarkably skillful. 
> i 


At this point, too, the good Jesuit 


padres, wboae pride he bad been, began 
to disapprove of him. He learned iiidre 
than science and languages daring the 
years he spent hi Europe. He lived 
therefrom 1888 to 1887. He leaded 
what liberty of thought and enjoyment 
there -are for the citizen at a country 
even comparatively free. He looked ,OD 
the dausling attainment* of modern civi -, 
libation alnong the people of Europe,: 
and like the stab of a knife went; 
through him the thought of bis own Kg- 
riprant, <Jeipj»ed, jpoyerty stricken, sfer- 
vile Tagalo people at home. He never 
forgot or forgave ft that bis family had! 
been done out of their property by the 
friars, Such thoughts as three brooded 
•nd slmniMfd in his impressionable 
Bun I till they forced for tbetngelvm an 


ttffet. Rinl attend tb«n in hit ft- 
mons notel with the Latin title, "Noll 
M« Tangere" ("Touch Me Not"). It 
was an undisguised attack on the trials 
of the Philippines. He drew pictures of 
their lives and performances that were 
unmistakable. 


The book was published in Belgium 


in 1886, but it quickly made its way 
to the Philippines, where it made a 
tremendous sensation. As to its literary 
merit, reports are contradictory. One 
tide represents it as a work of dazzling 
geuins. A Jesuit father, on the other 
band, tells me it is coarse and com- 
mon in its literary style, and of literary 
style the scholarly padre is certainly a 
judge. At any rate, whatever the liter- 
ary style of hi; novel, it made his. na- 
tive land too hot to hold him when he 
came back to Manila in 1887, and he 
found it expedient to go to Hongkong 
and stay not on the order of his going. 
At Hongkong he organized the Philip- 
pine league to work against the religions 
orders and for the independence of the 
islands, nil idea which by this tune had 
taken shape in his mind. In 1888 he 
returned to Europe and wrote his 
second novel, "The Filibuster, a Sequel 
to Noli'Me Tangere." At the same 
time he began writing a history of the 
Philippine Islands. 


The fathers who wers his forniet 


teachers speak regretfully of this period 
in Rizal's life. They cost the blame of 
it all on his residence and travels in 
Europe. 
"In 
Europe," one of the 


padres told me, "he associated with 
Protestants and Lutherans and bad 
people, and thus became unsettled in 
his principles." I find in a church rec- 
ord of him that the Frepmasons are 
blamed tor filling his mind with inde- 
pendent and revolutionary sentiments, 
the writer thus at one clever, stroke 
giving a black eye to both Freemasonry 
and republicanism. 


At any rate, the poor Tagalos bowed 


down to Rizal living as to a god and 
worship the memory of him dead as 
that of a blessed saint and martyr. He 
was of thoir own race and to them the 
finest flower it ever had produced or 
could produce. Indeed he was a charac- 
ter to call out the enthusiastic admira 
tion of even a white man. Daring, 
gifted and generous, he had withal an 
executive and organizing power that 
would have done credit to a statesman 
of Europe or America. Night or day, 
too, his services as physician or oculist 
Were ready for the poor free of charge, 
and he was ever as generous as if he 
had been a niilliomuie instead of a 
poor revolutionist earning his own liv- 
ing. 


At length he ventured back to Ma- 


nila, never ceasing bis revolt against 
corrupt governmebt and boss rule. The 
friars' ring on its part never ceased 
working either, and their object was 
bis downfall. They still rememlered 
"Noli Me Tangeie." Finally, in 1892, 
they obtained a government decree 
banishing him from Manila toDapitan, 
in the island of Mindanao. He could 
have escaped at any time and gone to 
Europe or America and been alive and 
prosperous toddy, but he refused to do 
so. He lemained as near Manila as pos- 
sible—working, planning still to free 
his poor Tagales. 


The unfoitunate feature of the case 


was, however, that the Tn^alos exceed- 
ed hia instructions and piecipitated the 
revolution before it was lipe. A secret 
deputation of natives Irom Manila vis- 
ited him in his exile and told him of a 
projected rising. 
f 


"Do not do it," he said. "Yon are 


not strong enough. Wait, wait till all 
our brothers have been won over and 
we have arms and force largo enough 
to annihilateonrenemies atone blow." 
They did not take this excellent advice, 
however. But it is to be recorded and 
remembered that Rizal himself, the pa- 
triot of the Philippines, opposed the in- 
surrection. 


Meanwhile the friars, ever alert, got 


wind of the revolution, as they obtained 
so much other informittion, through 
the confessional. A Tagalo woman told 
the story in confession to the curate of 
Tondo. The friars roused tho Spanish 
government authorities at Manila, and 
the untimely movement had ah its only 
immediate result the putting to death 
of Rizal, the idol of the natives and the 
one wise counselor who bad advised 
against it. The friars and the govern-

ilissation and customs of this whole sec- 
tion were such as characterize the peo- 
ple who dwell under the shadow of the 
cross of Mexico.

Los Angeles was begun this 
way, and it is hard to find two streets 
which run parallel. 


The old adobe houses of the natives 


are gradually giving way to brick and 
stone. They are, .however, more suited 
to the climate than many of the mod- 
ern structures, their thick walls and 
projecting porches protecting the occu- 
pants from the hot rays of the noonday 
snfn and shielding them from the damp- 
ness of the night. 


There are matiy beautiful residences 


here, but the thing which moat attracts 
the admiration of the visitor is the 
flora of the parks, gardens and fields. 
There is a great variety of trees, among 
them the palm, orange, lemon, banana

tus, live oak, maple, sycamore and 
other a of northern nativity.

Perhaps in no other city can there be 
men such a wealth of floral gems as me 
found in Los Angeles. At this season

Secretary Wil- 
son of tho depaitment of agriculture is 
deeply interested in this exhibit and is 
aiding the commission in every way 
possible. Tho woik of gatheiiug the 
material for this exhibit is no slight 
task 
It is, of course, desired to secure 


tho best products from every part of 
our wide domain. To this end agents 
will soon be sent ont through the 
country to hunt up tho products Some 
of these agents will look over the stock 
farms, others will visit the langes of 
the west, and still others will scurry 
around over the broad acres of the 
grain belt. No section of the country 
will be slighted. There will natmally 
enough lie no end of piodncts offered 
fcr the exhibit. The real trouble will 
be in deciding what not to select out 
of the gi«at mass of "first fruits" 
which the hnsbatidmen will pioiidly 
tender to the commission for display at 
Paris, as illustrating the agricultural 
greatness of tlieir country. 


Owing to the restucted space, it has 


been determined by Commissioner Peck 
to accept only the highest development 
of each product, and to discriminate be- 
tween the bewildeiing aggregation of 
varieties will be no small task. 
After 


they have made their tours through the 
country the agents will concentrate at 
oue point, piobably in this city, and re- 
port upon what they have found. Then 
the trouble of Commissioner Peck and 
his aids will begin in^real earnest—the 
discrimination between so much that 
it is of the best and that which could 
not be better.

There will be a large cen- 
tral building designed for headquarters 
for Americans. It will not be used for 
exhibits, but fcr the comfort and recep- 
tion of visitors and exhibitors from the 
United States. This building will have 
an imposing dome, with an American 
eagle on top, and in the center of the 
rotunda will be a statue of George 
Washington. The Agricultural build 
ing will be an annex to this and will 
cost about $50,000. 


A feature of the agricultural exhibit 


will be a 20 foot revolving plate glass re- 
frigerator to be Used to display perish- 
able meats and dairy products. This 
refrigerator will be constructed of 
ebonitted oak, and will be filled with 
the choicest cuts of American meats, 
which will give the foreigners a pretty 
good idea of what we produce in this 
direction. Much space will also be given 
to the display of poultry. Vegetables, 
cereals and fruits will form a consider- 
able part ot tb* exhibit, with which we 
propose to demonstrate'Otif ability to

The child was eo precocious Unit his 


education began" at 8 years old. Wiien 
ho was 8, he wrote poetry that was 
marvelous, conaidering his tender years. 
Early ho was brought to Manila and 
"became a pupil of the Jesuit fathers. 
He was a favorite one. because of his 
docility and his intellectual brilliancy. 
His memory nnd his literary talent 
were his most distinguishing fncnlt-ica 
atthis,time. When hn was 14, lie wrote 
a drama that was performed hefova a 
large and enthusiastic audience in Ma- 
nila. About ibis time, too, he won the 
prize accorded by tho. literary and ar- 
tistic-lycetmi of Manila to the best com- 
position by a Filipino author. 


Wat cuing. \Btep by step the develop- 


ment of this remarkable intellect wo 
find that at' about tho age of 14 a new 
noto began .to be sounded in bis poems 
—namely, patriotism, an ardent and 
burning Jove of .country that seemed 
almost absurd iu a Tagalo breast. Bnt 
it was inborn unU ready to blaze onl 
splendidly* when it was'kindled- by 
events. If Rizal had lived, beyond nil 
doubt he wccild have hud suusu enough 
to perceiVo that tho grandest destiny 
possiblo.to his country would be to he- 
come a state of tho American Union. 


After leaving Manila.university the 


restless heart and'eagerly acquisitive 
mind with m him impelled him to go to 
Knrope and obtain the highest and best 
learning possible in the profession ho 
had chosen—that of medicine. But he 
added aleo.studies in art, languages nud 
philosophy, EO that -the -proficiency ho 
obtained in each mado him a master in 
them all. 'A Spanish sketch of his life 
says of him, at this time, "The char- 
acteristic of "Rizal was his'•'constancy 
and his affection for hia studies." 'In 
Madrid, in"Paris,"in London,-in Ger- 
many, Austria and finally in Belgium: 
ho learned and thought and dreamed. 
He was author, artist, linguist, philos- 
opher and physician ail in one. In Ins 
profession tho oculist's specialty partic- 
ularly attracted him. and here he be- 
come remarkably skillful.

padres, whoso pridu lie had been, began 
to disapprove of liiui- He learned more 
than science and languages during the 
ycnra hp spent in Europe, He lived 
there from IS32 to 1837. He learned 
wlrot liberty of thought and enjoyment 
there -are for the citizen of a country 
even comparatively free. He looked on

Night'or day, 
too, hifl services as physician or oculist 
were rrndy for tho poor free- of charge, 
aud hn was ever na generous aa if he 
had been a millionaire instead of a 
poor revolutionist earning his own liv- 
ing. 


At'length IIP ventured buck to Ma- 


nila, never censiny his revolt against 
corrupt'pjoverniiieht and boss rule. Tho 
friars' ring on its part never ceased 
working either, and their object way 
his downfall. They still remembered 
"Noli Me Tnngere." Finally, in 181)2, 
they obtained a government decree 
bauislmitf'him from Manila toDapitan, 
in the i?lnnd of Mindanao. Ho could 
have escaped at any timu i\nd goite to 
Europe or America and been alive and 
prosperous today, but he refused to do 
so. lie remained as near Manila as pos- 
sible—working, planning still to free 
his poor Tagah'H. 


The unfortunate feature of the case 


was, however, that the Tagalos exceed- 
ed his instructions ami precipitated thu 
revolution before it was ripe. A secret 
deputation of natives from Manila vis- 
ited him in his exile and told him of a 
projected rUing.

The 
latter was made tlie center, around 
wliich tho houses were built. The 
streets were then laid out. radiating 
from (his cpnter. often following the 
primitive paths mado by the cattle and 
sheep. Los Angeles waa begun this 
way, and it is hard to find two streets 
which run parallel. 


The old adobe houses of tho natives 


are gradually giving way to brick and 
stone. They arc,.however, more suited 
to the climate than many of tho mod- 
ern etruclur.es. their thick walls aud 
projecting porches protecting the occu- 
pants from the hot rays of the noonday 
sun and shielding them from the damp- 
ness of the night.
